TRUE NATIONAL GLORY. 

The following noble letter was written in re¬ 
ply to an invitation to attend the late meeting 
in Fanueil Hall to petition the British Govern¬ 
ment to release its Irish State prisoners in Van 
Dieman’s Land. 

Boston, Oct. 27, 1851. 

Dlar Sir : — It will not be in mv power to 
be present at Fanuel Hall this evening; nor am 
I entirely satisfied, that it would be proper for 
me, holding the official position which I now- do 
in the National Government, to take any part 
in the proceeding which you propose to institute. 

But though not present with yon, and not 
undertaking to express any opinion on the pre¬ 
cise matter in hand, I wish it to be understood 
that I can never fail to unite in every earnest, 
manly word, by which the sympathies of our 
country shall be extended to "all, in whatever 
land, who are defending the Rights of Man.— 
To tits cause we are pledged as a nation by the 
Declaration of Independence; and my heart 
warmly responds to the vow. 

Nor can I forbear to add, that the clemency 
which you invoke, from a powerful Govern¬ 
ment towards those whom it classes as political 
offenders, is in harmony with the Spirit of the 
Age, and with the lessons of Christianity. It 
is a grace which it ean never be otherwise than 
honorable to ask and honorable to grant: 

“VTia mightie-t in tbe mightiest; it becomes 

A recent instance enforces the appeal. Kos¬ 
suth has at last passed from the house of bon¬ 
dage. His emancipation, promoted by the as¬ 
pirations, the prayers and the express interven¬ 
tion of our Republic is an example to all nations; 
while the brightness of his flame shows how 
vaiu it is for any earthly edict to stigmatize as 
crime a sincere and generous effort for Human 
Freedom Austria brands the great Hungarian 
as a traitor ; but an enlightened Public Opinion, 
the predestined Queen of the civilized world, 
already rejudges the justice of the tyrant Gov¬ 
ernment. To the august judgments of this ex¬ 
alted authority mankind must bow. N0 people, 
for the sake of any seeming expediency of the 
hour, can afford to sacrifice a principle of Jus¬ 
tice or a sentiment of Humanity, and thus to 
peril the everlasting verdiet of History. 

In reaching across the sea to distant Turkey, 
to plead for the freedom of the fugitive Kos¬ 
suth, our Republic has done well; and the Ma- 
homedan Sultan, in consenting to his liberation, 
at extraordinary hazards, has taught a lesson of 
magnanimity to Christian States. 

But the step we have thus taken cannot be 
the last. With increasing power are increasing 
duties. The influence, we are now able to wield, 
is a sacred trust, which. should be exercised 
firmly, discreetly, in conformity with the laws 
of nations and with an axious eye'to the peace 
of the world, so as always to promote the great 
cause of Human flights. Our exainple can do 
much; the magnetism of our national flag will 
be felt wherever it floats in foreign lands ; indi- 
vidual citizens may labor faithfully; but all 
these will be incalculably quickened by a sys¬ 
tem of conduct, on the part of our Government, 
at home and abroad, which, while avoiding all 
improper interference with other countries, and 
teaching the majesty of hancst dealing , shall show 
a prompt and benevolent sympathy with those 
vital principles, without which our Republic is 
but a name. 

In this work, the Irishmen, and the children 
and grand children of Irishmen, scattered in 
millions throughout the land, can help. Their 
native love of Liberty and hatred of Oppres¬ 
sion will here find an opportunity for aetion.

Aie their establish¬ 
ments to he protected 7 The erectors of 
those dreadful places (rightly called ) 
Hells, expend very large sums, and adorn 
them with magnificence. Must the com¬ 
munity respect this property ? Even hon¬ 
est then erect a slaughter-house, or a 
manufactory with noisome gases issuing 
from it, in the midst of a city or town ; 
is this property to be protected? Men 
adulterate medicines, and Congress rise 
up to a man, and forbid it. pot only by 
legislation, but by active inspecting offi¬ 
cers. Are they not in the right? But, 
are they consistent ? There are hundreds 
of thousands of hogsheads of adulterated 
liquor, much of it containing rank poi¬ 
son, over which they exercise no inspec¬ 
tion, and submit it to no examination. 

Is this a due protection of the ignorant 
and unsuspecting part of the community ? 
Scores of thousands die every year, 
through the influence of these poisons. 
Hundreds of thousands are led to commit 
crimes through their influence. All this 
fills our jails, our State-prisons, our work- 
houses, our poor-houses, with.victims. It 
sends many hundreds to the scaffold. It 
fills our domestic retreats with woes not 
.to be numbered ; it sets husbands against 
wivqs, and wives against husbands; chil¬ 
dren against parents, and parents against 
children ; neighbor against neighbor, and 
I friend against friend. It fills the land 
with idle, debased, profligate 
women, ready for every abomination. It 
urges on to more than three-quarters of 
all the crimes committed amongi t us. It 
taxes ail honest and industrious men, in 
order to support the drunken and worth¬ 
less : it obliges the Commonwealth to 
restrain them, to apprehend them, to try 
them and to punish them, and in this 
way to incur more expense than all the 
Government would need besides. It not 
only sends its scores of thousands every 
year to a permature death, but unnumbered 
thousands to final and eternal perdition.

In matter of oratory and eloquence, the 
domain of the pulpit,we are all children and 
savages in the desire for vivid pictures. The 
church of the middle ages understood this 
when it adopted tbe apologues of the Gestn 
Rotnanorum. The objective presentation of 
the miracles aud facts of the Bible is retain¬ 
ed, by,the roost successful preachers to this 
•day. 

We would have, then, the learning of the 
pulpit not merely doetriual or technical, but 
vvould extend it to tlie philosophy of the pas¬ 
sions, tbe analysis even of manners; to a safe 
extent, tlie principles and movements of die 
day, and to a thorough exhibition of the past. 
We would have the most dignified and im¬ 
posing trains of historical events exhibited 
from the pulpit, the nicest discriminations of 
character ; and they might be collected from 
profane ns well ns sacred history. The ex¬ 
tension would have this advantage. The 
Usual studies of Bible narrative are some¬ 
what dulled by recitation and familiarity, and 
in tlie lack of material we are in danger of 
weakening the sanctity of what is told its, by 
our additions. The attempt, in several re¬ 
cent instances, to add to the attractiveness of 
Scriptural studies by a familiar treatuieut has 
ended in degrading sacred things by an im¬ 
pertinent and frivolous treatment. 

Tlie principles of the pulpit appear to us 
safe enough ; we want the further teaching of 
facts. Nothing will more readily show the 
necessity of this than the utter absence of in¬ 
terest to most readers, the exceedingly small 
value to the biographer or historian of what 
are published as religious lives. They seem 
to be entirely di conuected with anything 
practical. The diaries of missionaries even 
111 new r countries,where everything appeals to 
the eye, exhibit often nothing but a record 
of hopes and fears, expressed in die most 
vague and attenuated language. -Are these 
profitable instructions for a race of active 
hardworking Americaus, who live, for the

CHARLES DICKENS ON I4ATS. 

Hats are a great nuisance ; no man out 
of Bedlam disputes that. They are an 
absurd roofing for the capital of the hu¬ 
man body. In the past history of English 
costume, we can find no cover for men’s 
heads so egregiously ridiculous as that 
which posterity will see lo have been 
worn bv the heroes of ’51. In a crowd, 
they are in the way of those behind us if 
we keep ihem on, and they probably get 
smashed if we lake them off; we have lo 
hold them gingerly, niaiiceitvre them, have 
two thoughts lor the hat and one thought 
for ourselves They are a source of head¬ 
aches, and in windy weather they call our 
attention (rom all other thoughts, because 
our minds must then he concentrated on 
the hat. We must press it over our 
brows tightly enough to cause a deep red 
ring upon the forehead ; and that done, 
we must be on the alert for any puff of 
wind which may require tts to carry up 
our hand Tor its preservation. The aband¬ 
onment of hats, without injury to hitters, 
is a change now gradually taking place! 
The Greek cap is picturesque, In as far 
as its shape accords with the wearer’s 
head, and does not caricature the outline 
of the wearer's body, it is very well. It 
suits the costume and climate of the 
Greeks, hot I diffidently submit not the 
English dress and drizzle. In England, 
certainly, the brim is an essential portion 
of it hat; we want eaves to tlie roofing of 
our heads; not monstrous umbrella brims, 
like those of the hats seen in the Tunis 
department, but a moderate projection. 

I lie Greeks would have pul brnns to 
their caps, if they had lived under an 
English sky. A simple head-covering, a 
skull-cap with a brim, would answer the 
exigencies of our case in the simplest 
manner. Such a head-covering was in¬ 
troduced not many years ago, under the 
name of “ wide-awake,” by hatters. It 
was made of felt, and was meant for 
garden wear. Such hats have been long 
worn by our rustic population. 

Our English ladies, without calling 
meetings, or creating any stir, have done 
what English gentlemen havetalked about, 
have for their own parts done away with 
hats for their own equestrian wear. La¬ 
dies tvho ride with cylinders upon their 
heads are no longer to-be seen. They 
wear the “ wide-awake;’’ they are eman¬ 
cipated ; they appear in reasonable hats, 
and never will he seen in cylinders again. 
Omitting feathers, and such decorations 
as become the English woman, but do 
not become the man, hats of this form 
can be adapted to our male costume, and 
by this change of costume there accrues 
no injury to hatters. The change will 
not lie made by public meetings, or by the 
Anti-Hat Association. It is a change in 
progress, slowly but surely, following the 
current oi opinion. The time has ar¬ 
rived when any halier may perceive the 
point to which the public tas'.e is tending. 
The rest of lint reform is in the hands of 
the hatter; if they will leave off making 
cylinders, and offer to the public, hats 
resembling those worn by the ladies- 
modifications of the “ wide-awake”—they 
will he well hacked by the public.— House- 
hod Wards. 


SUICIDE IN FRANCE. 

Th ?„ I i“ mber of suicide « in France, from the 
year 1835 to 1846, amounted to 33,032. Du¬ 
ring the year 1835 the number was 2,305, and 
from that time it regularly increases to 3,102, 
with the exception of the vear 1844, which fell 
off forty-seven from the year 1843. The pro¬ 
portion between men and women was 1,785 to 
520 in 1835, and similar in the other years. — 
Suicide was much less frequent in the mountain 
regions than in the level country. The num¬ 
ber was decidedly influenced by the season of 
the year. There were the least in the month of 
December, only 1,977 cases in the whole twelve 
} ears. From that month there was a regular 
increase till June, which numbers 3,624, and a 
regular decrease again from that time till De¬ 
cember. Among the suicides during this period 
were 289 children under 16 years of age; thence 
the number increases till between the age of 
40 or 50, of which class there were 6,675 cases; 
then again a regular decrease ; there being still 
458 cases over 80. As to occupation, 7,530 
were day laborers, 1883 military men, 1,571 
capitalists. Of the deaths, 11,084 were by 
drowning 10,605 by hanging, 5,362 by shooting, 
-.321 by the fumes of charcoal, 1,328 by sharp 
instruments, 791 by poisoning, and 1,399 by 
tall mg from a height As to the causes, there 
were 6,449 cases from mental aberration, 2,745 
tram bodily suffering, 1,186 from fear at legal 
process, 2,623 from domestic troubles, 1 853 
from poverty, 1,697 from pecuniary embarasa- 
ment, 143 from ill treatment of parents, 983 
crossed in love, 148 from jealousy, 1,360 habitu¬ 
al drunkenness, 3 (women) for want of means

MOKE ASM'XATIOS. 

The rerolution in Mexico, of the progress of 
which we have kept oor readers advised, proita- 
ises another opening for the extension of the 
area of Freedom.

Cheap Postage.— An influential meeting was 
held fo the large hall of the Merchant's Ex¬ 
change in Wall street, at the call of the New 
l'irk Cheap Postage Association, for the ex¬ 
press purpose of taking into consideration the 
rates of postage on newspapers, pamphlets, pe¬ 
riodicals and other printed matters, imposed by 
an act of Congress of March 1851; and also to ' 
petition the National Legislature to modify ; 
them, so that the rates may be simple, unilorm , 
and cheap, and thus encourage rather than re¬ 
tard the cheap diffusion of knowledge through 1 
every section of the Union. 
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MUSIC! MUSIC!! 
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But if any sane man entertains any doubt o f 
the purposes and of what must be the result o 1 
the revolution, we ask him to read the follow¬ 
ing extracts from an article in the New Orleans 
Delta : 

“The intelligence of a successful revolution 
in Mexico, will excite profound interest through¬ 
out the country, and particularly at the South, 
irnere the necessity of counteracting the ambitious 
designs of the Norther n portion of this Confederacy, 
by the acquisition of new territory, friendly to, and 
identical with, the South, has been felt a, the only 
security against the final destruction and overth rote 
of our institutions. I Ye have long been cognizant 
<f t>ie design, which this news would lead us to 
believe and hope has been consummated." 

The country embraced in the scope of the 
designs of the revolutionists, forms one of the 
richest and most valuable portions of Mexico, 
and is admirably adapted to the production of 
our staples, as well as for grazing and other pur¬ 
poses. It would constitute an immensely valuable 
accession to the Southern portion jtf this Union. 
Kecent experience has demonstrated the inse¬ 
curity and perpetual annoyances to which our 
people are subjected, from the want of a good, 
safe, and proper natural boundary, separating 
our territory from that of Mexico. The Bio 
Grande is no boundary at all. Savage tribes 
and lawless robbers can commit their depre- 
d ?tions on one side, and pass to tfe other, with 
a facility which gives perfect impunity to depre¬ 
dation, aud keeps the whole frontier in a con¬ 
tinual state of disorder and disturbance. A 
more secure and effectual boundary will bb 
found ill Sierra Madre, the passes of which can 
be easily guarded. When the treaty of Gaud- 
aloupo was under consideration, we strongly 
advocated the Sierra Madre line, and demon¬ 
strated the impracticability of the Bio Grande 
boundary. There is not a man who has travell¬ 
ed in the valley of the Bio Grande, who has 
not been painfully impressed with the utter in¬ 
security of that line, and with the necessity of 
acquiring tho territory north of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. We rejoice that a movement 1ms been 
started with that dbject. It will command our 
warm support. The extraordinary proofs of 
hostility to the acquisition of Southern territory, 
which have lately been given.at the North, in 
their opposition to Cuban independence, have 
impressed us more strongly than ever with the 
necessity of prompt and antagonistic action on the 
part tf the South. Let us be warned by these 

“The Bio Grande is no boundary at all!” 

So said Col. Benton when lie urged the adoption 
of the barren region between the Nueces and 
the Bio Grande as the natural boundary. But 
no ! The Bid Grande Avas theta the natural 
boundary; and why? Because the slavery pro¬ 
pagandists required that amount of territory for 
that time, and because it was foreseen that, 
with only that river as an impediment, incur¬ 
sions into Mexico would be more practicable, 
difficulties with the Indians would be more 
easily stirred up, and thus pretexts secured for 
the extension, at the proper time of our “Dis¬ 
solving Frontier."

ECONOMY IN USING FODDER— 
STRAW CUTTERS. 

The cattle will soon be at the barn, and en¬ 
tirely dependent upon the stores there gathered 
for their sustenance. A long, cold winter is be- 
fore us, and it is important that the utmost x>ru- 
derice and economy be exercised in feeding out 
the hay, straw, &e., on which wc rely for the 
tain ter support of our stock. Cattle are pro¬ 
verbially improvident, and if fed by a careless 
hand, they will oftentimes waste more than 
they eat, and thrive none the better for it. It has 
cost .much hard labor and care to raise and sc- 
cure the requisite amount of fodder, and we 
should now take all reasonable pains to secure 
it from waste, by having properly arranged 
racks and feeding troughs, and giving it out in 
that form in which it will be more closely eaten 
up, and do the cattle the most good. 

Warm and comfortable stalls, with good wa- ' 
ter near, and in a convenient, sheltered situation, 
contribute to the saving of fodder; for it is well 
known that cattle require more food when cx-

This property was of very considerable 
value, and comprised in particular an exten¬ 
sive interest denominated the Book Concern, 
the aggregate of the capital of which in the 
city of New York at present amounts to 
about §750,000. The profits of this Concern 
are wholly applicable to the relief of the 
travelling preachers of the M. E. Church, 
and the bill in this case was filed by the com¬ 
plainants, as such travelling preachers, &c, 
aud members of the Church Soidh, for their 
share of the profits of tbe fund, as coming 
within the description of the beneficiaries 
for Whom it was intended. This claim was 
resisted by the defendants on behalf of the 
Metltodist Episcopal Church, on the ground 
that the complainants bad deprived them¬ 
selves of the benefit of the fund, by wrong¬ 
fully seceding from the communion ot the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, tuid erecting 
themselves into an indepeuent ecclesiastical 
establishment. The decision turned chiefly 
upon (J)_e force and efficacy' of a series of 
resolution^ vvhich was passed by a General 
Conference of the Church in 1844, previous 
to its division, and of the import and I tearing 
of the 6th restrictive article introduced in 
the Convention of 1808. The restrictive J 
article alludeij to, prohibited the application 
ot the Book Fund to any purpose other than 
for the benefit of the travelling ministers, 
&c., except upon the recommendation of 
two-thirds of all the General Annual Con- 
ferences present voting a .majority of two- 
thirds of the General Conference succeeding. 
The defendants contended that as that rec¬ 
ommendation had never" been acted upon, 
and the restrictive article was binding upon 
the Church, no apportionment ot the fund 
could take place, in favor of the Church 
South, even supposing the separation legal. 
But thev denied the legality of the separa- 


| The Albany ^Cultivator describes the method 
practised by Mr. Delafield, of Oaklands, one 
of the best farmers of New York. One of 
Mott's agricultural furnaces, of a large size, is 
placed in an apartment in the barn cellar, which 
is fitted for the purpose. In this a quantity of 
water is heated. Barrels are provided, into 
each of which is put a quantity of chaff or cut 
fodder. When the water boils, a sufficient 
quanticy of it is turned into each barrel to 
moisten the straw or chaff and the barrels in¬ 
stantly covered. In a lew hours the chaff is 
cooked, when it is led to the cattle, and eaten 
readily, and Mr. D. thinks they do much better 
on it than on dry fodder. This course is pur¬ 
sued twice a day, so that the cattle are always 
fed with the chaff before it is cold, A station¬ 
ary horse power is placed in the bam. By this 
he threshes and w innows his grain, cuts all his 
hay, straw, cornstalks' and other fodder, cuts 
wood, cuts boards and timber into various 
Shapes and sizes, and grinds com, (cob and all,) 
or other grain .—Maine Farmer.

But while I watch with a very jealous_.... 

rights and customs which entrench upon the 
proper rights of boys, l am apprehensive lest 
parents who are not forethoughtful, and who 
have not habited themselves to close ob¬ 
servation upon this subject permit their sons 
indulgences which are almost certain to 
result in demoralization, if not in their total 
ruin ; and among the habifs which I have 
observed as tending most surely to ruin, I 
know of none more prominent than that of 
pareDts permitting their sous to be iii the 
streets after nightfall. It is ruinous to their 
morals in- all instances. They acquire under 
the cover of night an unhealtbful state of 
mind ; bad, vulgar, immoral and profane lan¬ 
guage, obscene practices, criminal senti¬ 
ments, a lawless and riotous bearing. 

Indeed, it is iu the street after nightfall, 
that the boys principally acquire the educa¬ 
tion of the bad, and capacity for becoming 
rowdy, dissolute, criminal men. Parents 
should in this particular have a rigid and in¬ 
dexible rule, that never will permit a son, 
under any circumstances whatever to go iu 
the streets after nightfall, with a view of 
engaging in out-of-door sports, or meet other 
boys for social or chance occupation. A rig¬ 
id rule of this kind invariably adhered to,

Upon an examina¬ 
tion of the stores they had been able to save, 
he discovered that they had only twelve quarto 
of water, and not a mouthful of provisions of 
any kind! The boats contained eleven men 
each ; were leaky, aud night coming on, they 
were obliged to bail them all night,- to keep 
thgm from sinking! 

Next day, at day-light, they returned to the 
ship, no one daring to -venture on board but 
the captain, their intention being to ent away 
the masts, and fearful that theanoment that the

’ With a single hatchet, the captain went on

| ed. The boats then came up, and the men, by

SKILL OF INSECT-BUILDERS. 

Reaurncr states, that for twentv vears, he 
endeavored, without success, to discover the 
materials employed by wasps in forming the 
blue, grey, papery substance, so much used 
m the structure of their nests. One day, 
however, he saw a female wasp alight on the 
sash of the window; and it struck him, 
wliite watching her gnawing away the wood 
with her mandibles, that it was from such 
materials as these she formed the substance 
which had so long puzzled him. He saw 
her detach from the wood a bundle of fibres 
about the tenth of an inch in length, and 
finer than a hair ; and as she did not sw allow 
them, but gathered them into a mass with 
her feet, he had no doubt bill that his opin¬ 
ion was correct. In a short tune lie saw her 
shift to another part of the window, and 
carry with her the fibres which she had col¬ 
lected, and to which she cqndmied to add. 
He then caught her. and began to examine 
her bundle, and found that it was neither yet 
moistened nor rolled into a ball, as it is al¬ 
ways done before used by the wasp iti her 
building. He also noticed that before de¬ 
taching the fibres, she bruised them into a 
kind of lint with her mandibles. All this he 
imitated with his penknife, bruising mid par¬ 
ing the same wood till it resembled the fibres 
collected by the wasp: and so he. discovered 
how wasps manufactured their paper ; — for 
these fibres are kneaded tegether into a kind

without leaning forward and bringing his 
head and neck into an unhealthy position.— 
The front edge of the seat should lie in a 
vertical line beneath the edge of the desk, 
aud the desk should be elevated above the 
seat just the distance requisite to prevent anv 
awkward or inconvenient position of the 
limbs, chest or spiue. A proper adjustment 
ot the scat and desk to the physical condi¬ 
tion of the person w ho is to occupy it, is of 
the utmost importance. This rule cannot be 
violated with impunity. Every violation will 

he followed by a corresponding penalty._ 

And there is not the slightest reason in the 
world, why this arrangement'should not be 
carried out. Seats and desks fitted for con¬ 
venient and healthy postures, aud graded for 
scholars of different ages, cost no more than 
those made without reference to these con¬ 
ditions. 

I have spared no pains to ascertain from 
actual observation and experiment the proper 
dimensions of seats and desks for children 
of different ages. The following is the re-

Stirh 
an arrangement systematically carried out 
would tend very much to promote habits of 
neatness, order and propriety and at the same 
time prevent much noise, confusion and 
ruly conduct.

WARMING. 

There lias been much investigation, nnd 
many experiments have been tried, within n 
few years, to determine the cheapest, the most 
convenient, and the healthiest mode of warm¬ 
ing school rooms. Although this investiga¬ 
tion and these experiments have olicired 
much truth, still 1 am inclined to think, that 
for a small country district, where the means 
are necessarily limited, die cast iron box 
stove, with certain modifications anil im¬ 
provements recently made, is as good an ar¬ 
rangement as any thing that has yjgf been de¬ 
vised. It is certainly as cheap a method as 
any and as convenient. The only objection 
is, thnt it is not so bealtbv. But "if the room 
is well ventilated, the heat kept at a medium 
temperature, and a basin of pare water con¬ 
stantly oh the stove for evaporation, little or 
|*no inconvenience will be felt. 

One modification in the common stove for 
school rooms, consists in enclosing the stove 
in n sheet iron case, leaving a H[iacc of about 
four inches between the plates. A tube ex¬ 
tends down from the under surface and con¬ 
nects with an air duct which is placed be¬ 
neath the floor. Apertures are made in the 
np|ier part of the casing for admitting the 
warm air into the room. By this arrange¬ 
ment, pure air from the outside of the build¬ 
ing enters the hot air chamber under iho' 
stove, is warmed in passing round and comes 
out (ft the top; the casing will never become 
very hot, children will not be burned in lull¬ 
ing against it, and those sitting near will not 
suffer from too great heat. 

Another improvement in the cast iron box 
stove, is exhibited.iu “Miller’s Putent Ven¬ 
tilating School House Stove.” In this the 
air is conducted from without, into a cham¬ 
ber below the fire plate, passes through the 
stove in cast iron pipes, and, w/jJI warmed, 
enters tbe room from the top. A few of 
these stoves have recently been introduced 
into this State. There is one in each room 
of the new school house at Augusta, erected* 
the past season. Considered as n warming 
and ventilating stove combined, it works ad” 
mirably. It is not so expensive but any dis¬ 
trict might procure one. It is perfectly simple 
in its construction and requires no more 
skill in tending, than the couimou stove. 

“But whatever method is adopted, the 
district must furnish the right kind of fuel, 
right condition, iu a suitable quantity 
in due season; ” and the teacher must 
to it dial tbe room is kept at the right 
temperature. It will not answer to let any 
scholar at random fill the stove full of dry 
wood, and perhaps raise the temperature of 
the rooiii fifty degrees in the space of t< 
minutes. The teacher must have the ovc 
siglrt of this matter himself; and in order 
manage it prqperly, be must, have some re 
ulator besides liis own feelings, ltois utter v 
impossible for any teacher, after he lias been 
in the schoo| room two or three hours, to tell 
by his feelings whether the warmth of the 
room is adapted to the condition of thescbol- 
ars. He is geuerally Oil ins feet moving 
about, frequently near tbe fire, whilst his pu¬ 
pils may be sealed and motionless, in the back 
part of the room, with little or no blood cir¬ 
culating through their lower extremities.— 

At one time the teacher may feel fresh and 
vigorous, and require but little heat to keep 
him comfohalile, at another time his system 


may be in a different s 






quire much more caloric to drive off bis cold 
chills. But the health and convenience of 
the school should not lie exposed by these 
unavoidable changes in the teacher’s ieeliugs. 
The teacher then should be furnished with a 
thermometer. A cheap article costing $1, or 
$1,25, would answer every purpose. It should 
be suspeuded iu the room, and never, during 
school hours, be allowed to go below 65 de¬ 
grees or above 70 degrees Fahrenheit

Cape Horn, one of the men, named Jackson 
J Walker, of Newport, X. II., was lost overboard 
j in a storm. Reaching the Pacific, she 
1 np the coast and stopped at Vhldivin, coast of 
j Cbilt, for fresh provisions, and on the 31st of 
j May last, she called at Paita, for the purpose 
I of shipping a man. The vessel proceeded on 
her voyage to the Sontb Pacific. 

On the 20th of August last she reached 
what is well known to all whalers, as the “Off- 
Sliore-Gronnd," in laL 5 deg. 50 min. South 
Ion. 102 deg. West. In the -morning of that 
j day, at about 9 o’clock, whales were discovered 
1 in the neighborhood, and about noon, the same 
1 day, they succeeded in making fast to one.— 
j Two boats liad gone after the whales—the lar¬ 
i' board and the starboard, the former comraand- 
| ed by tbe first mate, and the latter by Capt 
, Deblois. The whale which they had struck, 
j was harpooned by the larboard boat Alter 
j running some time, the whale turned upon the 
I boat, and rushing at it with tremendous vio- 
j fence, lifted open its enormous jaws, aud tak¬ 
ing the boatin, actually crushed it into frag¬ 
ments as small as a common-sized chair! Capt 
Deblois immediately struck for the scene of 
the disaster with the starboard boat, anil suc¬ 
ceeded against all expectation in rescuing the 
whole of the crew of the boat—nine in num¬ 
ber! 

There were now eighteen meu in the star¬ 
board boat, consisting of the Captain, the first 
mate, and the crews of both boats. The 
frightful disaster bad been witnessed from the 
ship, and the waste boat was called into readi¬ 
ness and sent to their relief. The distance 
from the ship-was about six miles. As soon as 
the waste boat arrived, the crews were divid¬ 
ed, and it was determined to pursue tbe same 
whale, and make another attack upon him. 
Accordingly they separated, and proceeded 
some distance from each other, as is usual on 
such occasions, after the whale. Iu a short 
time, they came up to him, nnd prepared to 
give him battle. The waste-boat, commanded 
by the first mate, was in advance. As soon as 
the whale perceived the demonstration being 
made upon him, he turned his course, suddenly, 
and making a tremendous dash at this boat, 
seized it with liis widespread jaws, and crush¬ 
ed it into atoms, allowing the men barely time 
to escape his vengeance by throwing them¬ 
selves into the ocean. 

Capt. Deblois, again seeing the perilous 
condition of his men, at the risk of meeting 
the^ same fete, directed his boat to hasten to 
their rescue, ami in a short time succeeded in 
saving them all from a death little less horrible 
than that from which they had twice so nar¬ 
rowly escaped. He then ordered the boat to 
put for the ship as speedily as poossiblc; and 
110 sooner had the order been given, than they 
discovered the monster of the deep making 
towards them with his jaws widely extended. 
Fortunately, the monster caiite up and passed 
them at a short distance. The boat then made 
her way to the ship and they all got on board 
in safety. 

After reaching the ship a boat was dispatch¬ 
ed for the oars of the demolished boats, and it 
was determined to pursue the whale with the 
ship. As soon as the boat returned with the 
oars, sail was set, and the ship proceeded after 
the whale. In a short time she overtook him, 
and a lance was thrown into his head. The 
ship passed on by him, and immediately after 
they discovered that the whale was . making 
for the ship. As he came up near her, they 
hauled on the wind, and suffered the monster 
to pass her. After he had fairly passed, they 
kept off to overtake and attack him again. 
When the ship had reached within about - fifty 
rods of liim, they discovered that the whale 
had settled down deep below the surface of the 
water, and, as it was near sundown, they con¬ 
cluded to give up the pursuit. 

Capt Deblois was at this time standing in 
the nightheads oil the larboard bo^, with craft 
hand, ready to strike the monster a deadly 
blow should he appear, the ship moving about 
five knots, when working on the side of the 
ship, he discovered the whale rushing towards 
1 * the rate of fifteeen knots

P. M-, they had the indescribable joy of dis¬ 
cerning a ship in the distance. They made 
signal,.and were soon answered, and. in .a.short 
time they were reached by the good ship Nan- 
tueket, Mass., Capt. Gibbs; who took them all 
on board, clothed and fed them, and extended 
to them in ever) - way the«re»test possible hos¬ 
pitality. 

On the succeeding day, Capt: Gibbs went to 
the wreck of the ill fated Ann Alexander, for 
jjhe purpose of trying to procure something 
from her; but. as the sea was rough, and the 
attempt (fonsiileretf'dangefods, lie abandoned 
the project The Nantucket then set sail 'for 
Paita, where she arrived on tbt? r 15th of Sep¬ 
tember, and where she landed Capt Deblois, 
and his men. Capt Deblois was kindly and 
hospitably received and entertained at Paita 
by Capt. Bathurst, an English gentleman, re" 
siding there, and subsequently took passage on 
board the schooner Providence, Captain Star- 
buck, for this port, arriving here on Sunday 
last, the 12th Inst. 

At Paita, Capt Deblois entered his protest 
at the ti. S. Consulate, which was authenticated 
by the following officers and seamen, on board 
at the time of the disaster; the two officers and 
the rest of the crow having shipped on board 
other vesselsJoseph K. Green, first mate ;
